|Mr. Takahashi Gives Details of Three 
Internal Fliotations. 


The Japanese Government intends issu- 
jing another internal loan, 
| $190,000,000, in addition to a loan of $75,- 
|} 000,000 to be issued as a bonus to the 
| men who served in the army and navy 
| during the war with Russia. A further 
issue, amounting perhaps to $40,000,000, 
wili be floated later, and will be taken 
up by the Government Savings Bank. 

Details in regard to these loans were 
given yesterday by Korektyo Takahashi, 
|special financial representative of the 
| Japanese Government, who made this 
statement: 

“The normal expenditures not connect- 
ed with the war ara estimated at $115,- 
| 009,000, and are to be met by the normal 
|} revenues in existence, 

“The expenditures resulting from the 
} Wor, such as the service of the war debts, 
|annuities, pensions, maintenance of the 
garrisons 1n Manchuria and Korea, &c., 
are estimated at $400,000,000, and are to 
the war 
taxes and by other resources, which con- 
sist of the proceeds of the loans already 
issued, the sale of the booty and other | 
disused articles, and a new loan. The} 
new isSue is to be made entirely at home, 
and its requisite amount is estimated at 
$215,000,000. Of this total, $100,000,000 
will be raised in the market, which is 
not likely to feel a pressure on this ac- 
count, because in the course of the year 
the Government is to redeem Exchequer 
bonds for the benefit of the market. 

“Of the remainder of the new issue, 
$75,000,000 is to be delivered in bonds as 
grents in recognition of the services con- 
nected with the war.

Too Many Americans Going to Canada 
—Chinese Boycott Serious. 


| CHICAGO, Jan. 9.—James J. Hill, Presi- 
dent of the Great Northern Railroad, wag 
in Chicago to-day. He declared that he 
was in favor of reciprocity with Canada 
in order to stop the exodus of American 
settlers, nanufacturers and capital to the 
Dominion. 

“ Below the equator,’ declared Mr. Hill, 
“there is but five per cent, of the world’s 
| population. Above it is the balance of the 

people. Our trade with Mexico and South 
America is trivial, but our trade with 
Canada is $200,000,000 a year, and it 
should be taken care of. It is not grow- 
|} ing as it should, and we are not only los- 
ing trade, but we-are losing capital and 
| citizens as well. American capital finds 
it cheaper to export from Canada than it 
does from this country under existing 
laws. 

“The Oriental trade will in time adjust 
itself, I hope. The people of this country 
will come after a while to know the 
Chinaman.

CLAYTON JOHNS’S RECITAL. 


A Programme Made Up Entirely of His 


Piano Music and Songs. 


There are few composers who can stand 


the test of a concert devoted 
to their own music. A certain particular 
purpose, or an unswerving friedship on 


part of the audience, is a requisite for 


earrying through such a programme. It 


is, of itself alone, no damaginz reflection 
on Mr. Clayton Johys’s art that the con- 
cert of his music that he gave yesterday 


afternoon in Mendelssohn Hall was not 


altogether for edification or delight to the 


unattached music lover But he has 
many friends here, evidently, though he 
is a Boston composer, and they were 


present in large numbers to support Mr, 
Johns in all that he did. 

He brought on two singers and a pian- 
ist, Miss Rodgers, Mr. Klamroth, and Mr.
